The Art of Surgery is very ancient, for which 


Reafon perhaps it is that the Words to the Surgeons

It is thought by fome that there was no Writing 
to inftruct the People before the Flood Baptifed the 
Earth, to wafh away the Curfe which God laid upon 
it for. the difobedience of our firft Parents; yet — 
others fubfcribe not to this Opinion of the want 
of Writing, but more wifely adhere to St. Jude, 
and to the Learned 7o/ephus, who writ that Exoch 
Erected two Pillers, the one of Brick, and the other 
of Stone, wherein he wrote of the Two-fold de- 
ftruction of the World, the one by Water, and the. 
other by Fire: Some Notion of this was by Tradi- 
tion (as fome Writers relate) preferv’d even to the 
days of the Apoftles, Sude 14. | 


The next thing I thall {peak to is, the final end of 
the World, which will be effected. by the fiery de- 
itruction abovementioned: We read in Mar, 24. 
That the Apoftles asked. our Lord Chrift about this 
matter; the Event was, that as for the day and hour 
che would not have them to be curioufly Inguilitive, 
becaufe it is a Secret not difclofed to the very Angels 
in Heaven, but referv’d in the hidden Councel of 
God; yet Chrift gave them. fome intimation of the 
condition and circumftances of the time wherein it 
fhould be, viz. That as it was in the days of Noch, 
before the Uifiverfal Deluge fwept away Mankind, 
fo, fhall it bein that time wherein Chrift fhall come 
to Judge the World in Fire, fee Fol.1.3.and Rev. 1,

The World was at firft a formlefs Chaos, till God 
out of the abundance of his Goodnefs, fent forth his. 
holy Spirit, which Dove-like, with mighty out-fpread 
_ ‘Wings, fate Brooding on the vaft Abyfs, and made 
it pregnant of the World, then Darknefs gave place 
to Light, and all the fulgent Lamps of Heaven ap- 
pear'd (as they truly are) Glorious, all Creatures 
receiv'd their Being, and every Plant, Tree, Herb, 
-and Flower, {prung from the verdant Earth which 
was raifed above the Waters, every thing of ufe had 
Seed in it felf, or other means to preferve its kind, 
that a fecond Creation fhould never be requifite, but 
as yet, Man, the 1 Skdly Creature, whofe Province 
was to Rule and Govern the other Creatures, was 
wanting: He was framed with more Solemnity than 
all his inferior Creatures, being as it were the Product 
of mature Council and deliberation, ftamp’d after the 
Divine Similitude, infpir’d with the Breath of Life, 
and Honour’d with many advantages beyond what any 
‘other Animal can pretend to; the contemplating of 
which, long fince made the Royal Prophet break out 
into this Rapture, What is A4an that thou art mindful 
of him, and the Son of Adan, that thou vifiteft him 2? Thou 
madeft him lower than the Angels, to Cron him with 
Glory and Worfhip ; Thou madest bim to have Dominion 
over the works of thy hands, and thou haft put all things 
in Subjettion under bis, Feet, Pfal. 8.4. Adofes fets forth 
i eee oe he plainly 
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plainly that this glorious Univerfe, befpangled with 
Aparkling Fires, every where adorn’d with wonderful _ 
objects, Proclaming the Wifdom and Omnipotence 
of its great Workman or Creator, was in Six days 
made out of an Eternal Privation of Matter by the 
Omnipotent Figt of God: Hence, becanfe that in Six 
days, the World, and all that therein is was Created, 
and becaufe God refted the Seventh day, it is pro- 
—bably Collected, that in Six Thoufand yogrs, which 
are but as Six days in God’s Account, the World - 
fhall again be Diffolved. When (as is faid) God 
had Created all things, he gave a real Blefling unto 
them, willing and decreeing by an Everlafting Law, 
that Animals fhould naturally emultiply themfelves 


by Generation. At the making of Man, as is hinted - 


before, God, after a Divine manner, confulted with 
himfelf, the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft, concer- 
hing the Creation of his chief Creature Man, as it 
were to this Effett, We have made our feveral Sub- 
lunary Creatures in great Variety, having given to 
them Being, Life, Senfe, and Motion, but now let us 
make the Creature for whofe fake the reft have been 
Created, confifting of a natural Body,wherein he fhall 
partake with other Creatures in Being, Life, Senfe, 
and Motion, and of a Spiritual Nature and Subftance; 
~ wherein he fhall be like to us 5 he fhall be endu’d with 
all the faculties of a reafonable Soul, with perfec 
Knowledge and Righteoufnefs: Thus in refpect of 
his {piritual Soul, was Man Created after the Image of 
God, whom he likewife refembled in Integrity, Ju- 
ftice, and Holinefs, wherewith he was plentifully in- 
fpir’'d; his Soul isImmortal, Immaterial, feperable 
-from the Body, and fo Man confifting of Body and 
Soul, became a perfect Creature, being endu’d with 
_ all things neceflary to accomplifh.both. God faw it

_ mot convenient for Man to be alone, Therefore, out 
-of Man, who was made of Earth, he made Woman, 
and gave a Spiritual Blefling to them, and faid, Be ye 
(through that power of Propagation which I give 
you) Fruitful, Multiply, and replenifh the Earth, and be 
ye Poffiffors and Rulers of the fame; and God to fhow 
his care to preferve what he had thus made, gave 
them leave to Eat freely of every Tree in the Garden, 
only with this limitation, That of the Tree of the Know- 
ledge of Good and Evil, they fhould wot Eat. tps 
in a word, God finifhed the whole Creation by his 
mighty Power in the fpace of Six days, and on the 
Seventh day refted, rejoycing in the view of his glo- 
tious Workmanthip: Hence God gave a fpecial Blef; 
fing to the Seventh day, and Honoured it with this 
Priviledge, That it fhould be fet apart for’ Reft and 
Holinefs, that by this means. Men might be putin 
gmind of the wonderful work of the Creation, and — 
‘night celebrate with holy Zeal the celebrated Reft of 
_ their Creator. Thus I have given an account of the 
Creation, wherein the Lord God, (who hath Eternal 
Being of himfelt ) gave a Being to the Heavens, 
Barth, and all things therein, which will continue 
as long as God pleafeth, and is kept a Secret in the 
Mind of God, though, as I faid before, it is probably 
Collected, that in 6000 years (which are but as Six.

: Apoltles, who preach’d and did all good Works gratis, 
_. when as before that time the Poor paid the tenth of 


all they had only for hearing the Law repeated, nay, 
Decimation then run fo high, that even Speer-Mint, 
' Annifeed, ec. were diligently tyth’d. . ; 
| "Tis an Abufe in fome places for the Prieft to 
impofe upon the ignorant a Belief, that except they 
| give Heaven's Porter a Peny, the greateft Righteou{- 
nefs will not be able to gain them admittance into 
_thofe Heavenly Manfions ; but they muft, for default, 
be fluxed in Purgatory till that Peny and much more 
be paid by their furviving Friends, in getting Inter-

 fhall go out ; by which it appears, that as we have no 
Money when we, come into the World, fo we hall

Word, and Obfervers of the Precepts thereof , fo 
that he that fo believes, and fo doth as God’s Word

.sPoor, relieve Prifoners, Gc. with fuch Sacrifices God 
is well pleafed , and be affured, that whatever Deeds 
of Charity you do to fuch as ftand in need of your 
Help, it isthe fame as if they were done to Chrift 
himfelf. Hence [think my felf obliged to do my beit 
to recover all who are pleas’d to make ufe of me, as 
an Inftriiment under God ; and if any ask fuch as 
have been recover’d by my Means, who reftor’d them 
to Health, let them anfwer, that it was God by D. 
Jrifh his lnftrument; and fo in this, as in all other 
things, give the Honour and Thanks to Almighty
